THE “NEW” COUNCIL 


Selection of Eugene G. Nisbet 
as Upland’s mayor was a routine 
matter when the “new” city 
council organized Tuesday night. 
The only new phase of the meet- 
ing was the appearance of Ab- 
ner B. Haldeman on the scene. 

He appeared in two roles— as 
a layman in delivering an invo- 
eation—and as a new council- 
man. As is the new custom in 
the city hall, a prayer is de- 
livered at the start of each coun- 
cil meeting. 

‘Private Citizen Haldeman was 

among the very small audience 
—and no minister was present. 
Knowing. that Mr. Haldeman is 
a very devout religious man, the 
mayor asked him to give the in- 
vocation. A short time later, 
the man who asked for. divine 
guidance on the deliberations be- 
came. Coimcilman Haldeman. 

As he became an official mem- 
ber of the city family, we va- 
cated our seat for a place at the 
reporters’ table nearby. 

In counting the 13 absentee 
voters’ ballots, we noted that 
one. person wanted a complete 
change—casting his ballot for 
Marvin Dunn, Conrad Lingenfel- 
der and H. J. O'Neill. That 
voter, apparently wanted a com- 
pletely new look around the 
council table. 

Most people, however, strongly 
endorsed the past services of 
Robert Thrall and Don Carr while 
adding Mr. Haldeman to the of- 
ficial family. 

Mayor Nisbet is outstandingly 
capable as 2 presiding officer and 
a representative of the city. We 
congratulate him on the start of 
his thirteenth year as Upland’s 
mayor.

Local Services 


Two hard to find services are 
available in Upland, with Lowel! 
Dunn of 2468 Electric avenue 
trained in the near extinct arts of 
caning and rug weavine. Another 
unique feature of Mr. Dunn’s abil- 
ity lies in the fact he has only 
partial eyesight, having had only 
side vision since birth. 


Mr. Dunn and his attractive 
wife, Yarmille, moved to Upland 
from San Bernardino last Nov- 


ember to live with the latter’s mo- 
ther, Mrs. John Dushek, following 
the death of Mr. Dushek. 


RUG WEAVER 11 YEARS 


Mr. Dunn learned the art of rug 
weaving at the training center 
fer the blind in Kansas City, 11 
years ago, having been engaged 
in ‘farm work until that time. He 
has\been weaving rugs since and 
almost two years ago added cane 
weaving to his service. 

The latter has almost put a stop 
to his rug weaving, as cane bot- 
tomed chairs and other items of 
cane weaving again emerge as 
fashionable, Many people have 
never giver up their practical and 
handsome cane bottomed and 
backed chairs, but finding some- 
one to Weave new seats and backs 
to replace time worn cane work 
is difficult. 

ASSISTED BY WIFE 

Mr. Dunn conducted his busi- 
ness in San Bernardino for three 
years, and prior to that was in 
Riverside. A large part of his 
work still comes from San Bernar- 
dino. His insert caning is pur- 
chased by the yard, already wov- 
en, but he does all his own hand 
caning. 

His rug weaving on a hand 
loom is with beth cotton and wool- 
en materials, purchased prepared 
from a national firm. Mrs. Dunn 
assists her husband with the rug 
Weaving, tying the fringe, mend- 
ing broken strings, aiding in color 
designing and sorting the colors to 
be worked into a rug.

The city has lost more than 100 trees in the 
last few months and one more would actually 
not make much difference. That would be 
the generous attitude for the city. In the light 
of how the P. E. has cooperated with the city 
in recent months, and for many years, the 
company should not expect any “generous” 
attitude. 

At issue right now is the P. E. management 
signing deeds to sell to the city three small 
parcels of land for extension of C street. 
Agreement has been reached on a tentative 
price for the parcels. For many months plead- 
ings from the city for action have been vir- 
tually ignored. A major business project has 
thus been delayed. 

Of long standing, of course, has been the 
question, “what right has the P. E. to the use 
of beautiful Euclid avenue for a freight line?” 
Promises have been made that the tracks 
would be removed. The management has for- 
gotten about the promises, apparently.
